HERMITS OF THE FAR WEST. 


A Curious Social S t u d y ^ P l o n e e r 
W o r k 
D o n e b y Beclnses. 


F e w persons w h o have not considerable 
familiarity with some part of the country- 
westward from t h e base of the Rockies 
have a n y idea of the great numbers of 
m e n w h o throughout that region lead 
hermitlike lives. 
To m e it is as a matter 
of course o n approaching a dwelling, be 
it a rusty 8x10 cabin or a place fit for a 
decent family home, to find it "occupied 
by but one man, w h o will tell m e that h e 
is "baching it," living quite alone except 
for the company of stray visitors at odd 
times. 


Generally the western semi-hermit has 
a strong dash of independence in his 
character. 
H e is poor, and dislikes t o 
work w i t h a "boss" over him, so h e sets 
out to try w h a t he can do on his o w n bg- 
coimt. 
H e goes about making a little 
farm. 
H e has a f e w head of cattle, a 
small herd of hogs, or something of that 
kind. 
H e frequently has a quartz mine 
which he is endeavoring t o develop by 
slow and onerous toil. 
I n parts where 
there is still some gold to be got by placer 
mining he is likely t o be engaged for a 
portion of his time in that method of 
earning a living—nowadays more 
than 
ever a n uncertain and ungi'ateful w a y of 
gaining 
subsistence. 
I n a 
"wooden 
country" the hermit m a y work with t h e 
ax, cutting firewood, or making railway 
ties, fence rails, posts, shingles, or what- 
not, according t o t h e suitability of t h e 
timber. 


A n 
immense amotmt of the pioneer 
work of the n e w countries is done b y t h e 
recluses. 
They axe always at the front 
of regular settlement, rambling aroimd 
and exploring until they hapijen on spots 
that strike their fancy. They are the dis- 
coverers of the finest tracts of agricul- 
tural land, of the best springs, of the 
most desirable timber. 
They k n o w more 
about the country in which they 
dwell 
than anylx)dy else. 
They begin 
forest 
clearings, fence their claims in whole or 
part, find out practicable routes for n e w 
trails. They are great fellows for m a k i n g 
plans and schemes o n a large scale. They 
nose out all the natural resources and ad- 
vantages of the land, and imagine w h a t 
they do not nose out, and on that foun- 
dation 
build 
dreams of fortune. 
Far 
more often than not at all the reward of 
their discoveries, their toil and scheming 
is a bare existence. 
Here and there one 
of them accumulates considerable prop- 
erty, but by the time that has been ac- 
complished he has become too strongly 
fixed 
in his habits to care for another 
mode of life. 


They are generally m e n past or fairly 
on toward middle age w h o " g o it alone" 
in the western lands. 
The younger fel- 
lows without families and w h o are trying 
to "do for themselves" always prefer to 
have a partner; and if, as happens in 
most instances, the partnership breaks u p 
in a row, the members of the concern 
hunt employment where they can have 
companions after then- kind. 
Although 
they love tlieir freedom well enough to 
rebel at the mastership of a partner, they 
do not love it well enough to refuse the 
mastership of an emj>loyer at the expense 
of being deprived of the sound and sight 
of 
human 
voices and faces. 
W h e n a 
young m a n is found living in lonely state 
he is in a chronic humor of discontent, 
growling viciously at his lack of society 
and bent on making a change as soon as 
circumstances will admit one. H e has 
in general some well defined purpose in 
view, and is doing his level l?est to reach 
his goal. 
But as often as not he becomes 
disgusted with himself before his desired 
end is attained, and goes back to join the 
crowd.—Lewis S t o m a w a y in N e w York 
Times. 


Boarding: a Man-of-War. 


" W e continue to have a great 
m a n y 
conventionalities in our naval and army 
service, and to cling to m u c h of that 
which is old and useless in teachings and 
practices,'' said an old navy officer the 
other day. " W e continue to 
instruct 
our naval cadets and marines in boarding 
ships,"' continued he, " w h e n there is not 
the least particle of sense or utility in it.

lasses, axes, etc., were wholly unable t o 
enter the ship, and had to g o back and 
continue the fight at long range. 
W e 
will have to do our fighting with ships by 
means of dynamite rams, steel 
projec- 
tiles and the big guns. 
W e have no use 
for the barbarims side arms and other 
relics of a n t i q u i t y . " — N e w York Sun.

There is no doubt that in;in can exist 
on a vegetable diet. 
H e can ohtnin from 
the plant 
world, 
digest and assimilate 
these materials which are needful for the 
repair of his o w n tissues. 
The arts con- 
cerned in tlie preparation of fcx)d vv^ill also 
undoiibteflly aid h i m in his conversion of 
vegetable into animal 
equivalents and 
will su])plement his powers by shortening 
considerably the period required for gas- 
tric digestion. 
Still, after all ha« been 
said, it must be allowed that the labor of 
the alimentary tract is better 
adjusted 
and the formation of sound tissues more 
assured, by the use of a mixed diet. 
If, 
o n the one hand, w e assert tlie proved 
value of hydrocarbons, but as sources of 
energy in support of our use of vegeta- 
bles, w e must also maintain that meat 
which yields us most easily the forma- 
tive and stimulant proteids can hardly be 
discarded. 
Our internal physical forma- 
tion, whicli is intermediate between that 
of the carnívora and herbívora, shotild 
afford at least a suggestive clow in our 
choice of a diet.—London Liancet.

CHAPTER I. 


ACCOUNTS. 


Claimi t o be Filed. 
Sec. 1. All persons having claims against the City 
of Fort Wayne for work rendered, or any claims or demands whatsoever, 
shall, on the Saturday preceeding the second and fourth Tuesday of each and 
every month, file with the City Clerk their respective claims, certified to by 
the officer who may have authorized the expenditure, or ordered the purchase 
involved in such accounts. 


F i n a u e e Committee to Report. 
Sec. 2. 
It shall be the duty of the 
Finance Committee of said Council, on the Monday preceeding the second and 
fourth Tuesday of each month, to meet at the council chamber and examine 
Buch claims as are filed with the Clerk of the City; and to report to said 
Council in writing, such claims as they shall deem correct and just.

as ascertained, and the hour wlien impounded. 
He shall make a full report 
of all his doings and of all moneys collected by him as such Poundmaster, and 
he shall pay all moneys collected under the provisions of this ordinance to 
the Treasurer of said city, and the Treasurer's voucher therefor shall 
accompany said monthly report. 
Tiie City Marshal shall, in a book provided 
for the purpose, and kept conspicuovisly displayed at the fcity hall, enter all 
complaints made to him in recrard to animals found miming at large, giving 
the name and residence of the complainant; and any reputable citizen may 
enter for himself such complaint, and it sliall be the duty of all ofiicers and 
patrolmen to give notice of all aiiinials seen by them running at large, and the 
said Poundmaster shall take pi-ompt action upon such information.

four inches in thickness, if of stone. 


Third. All joists, beams and other timbers in outside and party walls shall 
be separated at least four inches fr«jui each other with stone or brick laid in 
mortar, and all wooden lintels or plate pieces, in the front and rear walls, 
shall recede from the outside of the walls at least four inches, except that 
lintels of timber may be used in rear of cast iron fronts, and plates of wood 
may be used in cornices ; bnt all of such cornices shall be securely fastened 
in the walls of the building with iron rods, in such manner as that in case of 
fire thev will not fall until luirncd to pieces.

wood is used as the fuel said stack shall be covered with a wire screen, so as to 
prevent fire or sparks from being emitted therefrom. 


I*enalty. 
Sec. 2. 
Any person who shall erect or use any such stack or 
chimney, as in section one inentioned, the same not being erected in the man- 
ner in said section specified, shall be deemed guilty of a violation of this 
chapter and on conviction by the Mayor, shall be fined in any sum not less 
than one dollar nor more than one hundred dollars. 


A P n b l i e Xnisanc«. 
Sec. 3. If any person after having been convicted 
by the Mayor for a violation of this chapter, shall continue to use any such 
sinoke stack or chimney as mentioned in section one, the same not being 
erected as in said section specified, it shall be deemed to be, and the same is 
hereby declared to be a public nuisance, and the Marshal of the city is hereby 
empowered and directed to supresssuch nuisance by taking down and remov- 
ing jthe same ; -Provided, That tliis section shall not prevent repeated prose- 
cntujii for the violation of this chapter.

by contract, according to the specifications to be furnished by the City Civil 
Engineer, except in cases of emergency where the public or private property 
may be in danger, in which case said Commissioner may proceed without 
,delay to make such repairs, subject to the approval of the Committee on 
Sewers. 


M a y Kinploy C l e r k . 
Sec. «». The Street Commissioner may employ a 
clerk or supervisor, subject to the approval of the Common Council. 
The 
compensation of such clerk or supervisor to be determined and fixed by said 
Council. And said Street Commissioner shall not make any charge against 
any person for any of the services required of him by the ordinances. 


Drive Cattle. Sec. 19. No person or persons shall, between the hours of 
ei^ht o'clock A. M., and half past six o'clock P. M. of each and every day, 
drive upon or along any public street or alley, any more than twenty-five head 
of cattle at one time.

All licenses granted under this section, may be transferred by the Common 
Council in their discretion. 
ProvideiS,, That the keeper or keepers of livery 
siablcs shall have the right to do the ordinary business of such stables with- 
out obtaining such license. 


Clerk t o K e e p K e g i s t e r . 
Sec. 2. 
It shall be the duty of the Clerk to 
to keep a register of the name of the person to whom such license is granted 
or transferred, the number of the license, and the description of the vehicle 
licensed. 
All licenses, unless revoked, shall continue in force for one year 
from the day of the date of the issuing thereof.

On the market space on l?arr street, between Herry and Washington streets; 
hacks on the north side of Berry street, between Court and Calhoun streets; 
trucks and all other vehicles on the west side of Court street, and on the south 
side of Main street between Court and Calhoun streets, and upon no other 
street or space within said city. Provided^ That only such hacks, drays, trucks, 
and other vehicles, as the ordinances of said city require to be licensed, shall 
be included in this chapter. 


I»enalty. 
Sec. 13. Any person who shall violate any or either of the pro- 
visions of this chapter, or any section, clause or provision of any section of 
this chapter, or who shall fail or neglect to comply with any or either of the 
requirements thereof, shall, on conviction, pay a fine of not more than one 
hundred dollars.

patrolmen to give notice of all animals seen by them running at large, and the 
said Pound master shall take prompt action upon such information.
